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INTRODUCTION  TO  RECORD  KEEPING: 


Record  keeping  is  an  important  part  of  4-H 
club  work.  Keeping  up  to  date,  accurate 
records  is  all  part  of  good  management.  By 
keeping  records  on  your  project  you  will  learn: 

1)  How  much  money  you  make  or  lose 

2)  How  much  it  costs  to  raise  a beef 
animal 

3)  To  use  records  to  make  plans  for 
future  projects 

4)  To  do  calculations  to  determine 

the  efficiency  of  your  beef  project. 

HELPFUL  HINTS  IN  RECORD  KEEPING 


1.  Keep  all  receipts.  When  you  buy  anything  for  your  project  (example: 
feed,  halters,  brushes,  show  supplies,  veterinary  supplies),  keep  all 
the  receipts  and  write  purchases  on  the  back.  When  it  comes  time  to 
record  all  expenses,  you  will  just  have  to  look  at  the  receipts. 

2.  Record  feed  changes.  Nail  the  attached  piece  of  cardboard  on  the  wall 
beside  the  feed  bin.  When  you  change  the  amount  or  kind  of  feed  given 
to  your  animal,  write  it  down.  Include  the  date  and  the  changes  made. 
This  will  help  you  when  it  is  time  to  do  the  monthly  records. 

3.  Monthly  records.  Fill  out  the  records  each  month.  If  you  let  the 
records  get  behind,  it  is  hard  to  catch  up  and  remember  what  you 
did  with  your  project. 

4.  Do  your  calculations  on  rough  paper  before  writing  on  the  monthly 
record  sheets  in  this  book.  You  will  be  marked  for  neatness  as  well 
as  accuracy. 

5.  When  you  get  your  monthly  records  back  from  the  marker,  keep  them  in 
order  and  together  in  a binder.  You  will  need  all  the  information  at 
the  end  of  the  year  when  it  is  time  to  do  the  final  records. 

6.  Ask  quest  ions  1 1 If  something  is  not  clear  to  you,  ask  your  leader. 


TERMS  USED  IN  RECORD  KEEPING 


1.  Income  - Money  received.  When  you  sell  your  animal,  the  money  you  get 
for  it  is  income. 

2.  Expenses  - Cost  of  items  or  services;  money  spent.  When  you  buy  your 
animal,  it  is  an  expense.  You  have  had  to  pay  out  money. 


Income  - Expenses  = Profit 


3.  Profit  - The  money  you  have  after  all  the  expenses  are  paid. 


4.  Loss  - If  your  expenses  are  more  than  your  income,  you  have  lost  money. 

5.  Inventory  - List  of  all  the  equipment,  feed,  animals  and  products  you 
have. 


6.  Opening  Inventory  - list  of  all  the  above  items  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  when  your  project  starts. 


7.  Closing  Inventory  - list  of  all  the  above  items  that  you  have  left  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 


8.  Depreciation  - Decrease  in  value.  For  example  the  value  of  a halter 
after  a year’s  wear  would  be  less  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
You  would  not  pay  as  much  for  it  after  a year  as  you  would  if  it  was 
new  (from  $10.00  to  $8.00) 


9.  Net  - The  amount  of  money  you  have  after  all  deductions  have  been 
made.  For  example  - the  sale  of  an  animal  brought  $800.00. 
Deductions  were:  Shrinkage  - $30 

Selling  charges  - $15 

$45 

Net  Price  $800.00  - $45.00  = $755.00 


10.  Gross  - The  amount  of  money  you  have  before  deductions.  In  the  above 
example  $800.00  would  be  the  gross  price.

Tack  this  Feed  Record  up  in  the  barn  beside  the  feed  bins.  Attach  a 
pencil  and  write  down  changes  in  your  animal's  ration.  This  will  be 
helpful  when  you  do  the  monthly  reports  in  your  record  book.

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WEIGHING 


It  may  not  be  possible  to  weigh  your  animal(s)  using  a scale.  If 
possible,  a scale  is  the  best  way  to  get  the  exact  weight  on  your  animal(s). 
If  you  do  not  have  scales  on  the  farm,  but  know  someone  in  the  area  that 
does,  ask  to  borrow  them.  Trucking  is  good  practise  for  your  project  and 
you  can  get  an  exact  weight. 

TAPE  MEASURING 


Using  a tape  measure  is  another  method  to  estimate  weight.  Measuring  tapes 
can  be  bought  at  most  livestock  supply  outlets.  Remember  that  it  only 
gives  you  an  approximation  of  the  animal's  weight. 


HOW  TO  MEASURE: 

1.  Stand  the  animal  with  the  head  in  the  normal  position  and  with  the 
legs  set  squarely  under  the  body. 

2.  Pass  the  tape  snugly  around  the  animal  just  behind  the  foreleg  and 
just  back  of  the  shoulders. 

3.  It  is  recommended  that  the  animal  be  kept  off  feed  and  water  for  12 
hours  before  measuring.  An  overnight  shrink  is  enough.
